The 
top flooi of thia buildinj^ is occupied by 
Micliael Schrender, Juliii Stru^'eniH and 
Andiew Maschrides, Poli^th Jew tailors, 
who slept and worked there. The po- 
liceman in question happened to see the 
windows of tbese apartmenta bloom 
with light. Than there was a sudden 
burst of i.ame which Ulumiuated the iu- 
teiior of the room, and the policeman 
saw one of tiie tailors with a can in hut 
hand, the con ten. h of wnich he was 
emptying aroiiud the room, whi e the 
two 1 (lies stAjivX in the background, 'the 
otiicer siaried for the aparin ents, and 
when he rca^ lied there quickly smoth- 
ered the lire with a mattress.

The 
inmates Were hcirr c.ed to find that the 
front doors of this and thie<» adjoining 
toiifiru'iUH hud b»'(Mi remove 1. so that 
the p ople would have been trapjted lilce 
rata. 

•ViKither case was that at 1.M2 Elast 
Bixtv-l.rst street. A poiiteman saw 
smolce < oniinj; out of a ('e:lar at ^ a. m. 
Ttie several colore.l families in the 
house were aroused It was found that 
fire had been kindied in a coal bin. iv.d 
also in a pile of wood in another part 
of the cellar. 

A lire wa.s di covered Saturday after- 
noon in the cellar of the tenement, 843 
Eleventh avenue. It was near some oil 
barrels, and doubtless incendiary. A 
tenant 1(k aled the tire in time to save 
the building and its owupwnts. 

The Brooklyn incendiaries are still at 
work, bunday night a hie was found 
to have Ijcen kindled under the stairway 
in tl\o baseuient of the tenement, 
Myrtle avenue, occupied liy several 
families. It was a store room, which is 
eenorally kept locked. The lock had 
been broken. 'Iheiedple in the hou e 
were {laiiic stricktm, but all got out safely 
ami the tire was extinf iilahed ^atttumt 
doing much damage. 

Another in -endiiiry fire was reported 
to the police la-<t night The landing 
and wal s on the second floor of the 
four-story tenement liouse, 62 Fast One 
Hundred and 'ihiiteenth street, hal 
been saturated witli kerosene oil and set 
on tire. '1 he faniiliH' in the hon>o wen; 
awake at the t me and the fire was put 
out before it gained any haadwajT. Tha 
damage was small. 

Newark also has its fire bnga. Late 
Sundjiy night fire was discovered on the 
Bt-cond floor of the tenement. No. M 
Boyd street. Newark. The flame ^ rapid- 
ly communicated to two adjoining tene- 
ments. There were about a doaen 
Polish families in the thiee tenements. 
There were many narrow escapes, and 
two oertons who are miMiac are sup- 
posed to have perished in ue flames.
